Most of us associate the name of 
Albrecht Durer with his famed 
sculpture, “Betende Hande,” (Pray- 
ing Hands). This work has been 
extensively copied, both in the round 
in plaster and in relief on wood, 
leather, etc. Frequently I’m afraid, 
proper acknowledgement of the 
original artist has been neglected. 

Fine arts authorities recognize 
Durer as a master in many media 
but feel that his finest creative 
expression is exhibited by his wood- 
cuts done early in the sixteenth 
century. Over 300 are known to 
exist and a number of them are 
familiar to even the least knowledge- 
able of us—his classic “The Rhi- 
nocerous” for example. 

As the book title suggests all of 
his existant woodcuts are shown, 
many of them full page illustrations. 

The bulk of the woodcuts depict 
various biblical scenes although 
some variety is present in the form 
of magnificiently drawn coats of 
arms, architectural detail, maps, 
zodiacs, and battle scenes. 

There is little doubt that these 
exquisite woodcuts if reproduced in 
leather, would result in strikingly 
beautiful panels, book covers, etc., 
however most are finely detailed and 
a goodly amount of skill in copying 
off the patterns and in the carving 
itself should be considered a pre- 
requisite. The problem as I see it 
would be in the elimination of the 
unnecessary detail during the pat- 
tern making operation while retain- 
ing all basic lines and then after the 
initial carving, to replace the myriad 
detail and shadings in such a manner 
as to recapture the original beauty 
and impact of the print. Remember 
that woodcuts rely on hundreds of 
finely engraved lines to produce 
shading that convey the illusion of 
depth. In leather carving the relief 
itself provides some dimension, but 
the handling of the bevelers and 
shaders must be articulate to create 
the desired effect. Even so, I believe 
that embossing or perhaps dye

If a rivet has been set wrong, it is 
a real problem to remove. The easiest 
way I have discovered is to use a 
3/16” bit in a hand drill. Place the 
bit in the hole in the bottom of the 
rivet and drill till the metal of the 
rivet has worn through. Be careful 
not to let the bit slip out of the hole. 
It will go through your project.

This 
can be made by covering the album 
with leather. Before the leather is 
cemented to the album, initials can 
be tooled and extra stamps can be 
glued to a depressed area that has 
also been tooled on the leather. I rec- 
ommend Neat-Lac as a good leather 
finisher that will not alter the color 
of the stamps. This is one project 
that is open to many designs and 
colorations.
